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C.N.P.N. Hospital Meeting 
Is Adjourned 

A very disappointing turnout of only one 
person showed up at the annual meeting of the 
Crows Nest Pass Municipal Hospital held in 
the Frank Community Hall last week. 


Hospital Administrator Mr. V. J. 
Horejsi and Board members who 
had prepared interesting reports for 
persons in the hospital district were 
obligated to adjourn the meeting 
after a vote of thanks was moved 
by Vem Decoux in appreciation of 
the work done by the Board mem¬ 
bers during the year. 

In an interview with Hospital Ad¬ 
ministrator V. J. Horejsi, it was 
disclosed that the overall total ex¬ 
penditure of the hospital for the 
year 1959 was $214,419.95, which 
figure includes depreciation and in¬ 
terest on debentures. 

The operating deficit for the year 
was $10,262.00 and the hospital, not 
having any unapproved costs stipu- 
■lated by the Provincial Department 
of Public Health, this deficit will be 
paid by the provincial government. 

The salaries for 1959 totalled $122,- 
673.00 as compared to the sum of 
$110,983.00 in 1958. It is estimated 
that the salaries for 1960 will be 
approximately $135,000.00. The in¬ 
crease in these annual salaries will 
be to a 40-hour week instituted 
for 1960. 

Improvements to grounds outside 
the hospital including the instal¬ 
lation of curbs and sidewalks to¬ 
talled $1,329.00. 

Requisitions for 1959 were $11,- 
565.00 covering the payment of the 


principal and interest for a seven- 
month period for 1958. There will 
be no requisition in 1960 as the 
capital payment of debentures will 
be assumed by the Provincial Gov¬ 
ernment’s Department of Public 
Health. 

Interesting statistics at the hos¬ 
pital reveal that in 1959 there were 
1530 admissions; 111 births, 45 
deaths; 67,498 meals served as com¬ 
pared to 54,126 meals in 1958; there 
are 118,836 paid hours; 16,014 pa¬ 
tient days as compared to 11,193 in 
1958. The average staff at the hos¬ 
pital including part-time workers 
was 52 with three full-time doctors 
and one administrator. 

Average occupancy at the hospi¬ 
tal ip, 1959.was 61 per cent and it 
is noted that since January 1960, 
until the end of April that occu¬ 
pancy had risen to 75 per cent. 

Equipment purchased during the 
year 1959 and paid for by the pro¬ 
vincial government, totalled $4,978 
with donations of $148.50 by the 
Ladies Auxiliary to the hospital and 
$80 donated by Blairmore branch 
No. 7, B.E.S.L. 

The equipment added included 
X-ray cabinets, suction machines, 
obstetrics table, typewriter, adding 
machine and other smaller items as 
well as a new station wagon for 
transporting hospital staff.

Spectacular animated sign to 
advertise Canada’s travel attrac¬ 
tions on New York’s Times Square 
has been rented by the Canadian 
Government Travel Bureau for a 
period of 13 weeks. The two-panel 
electronic sign, the only one of its 
kind in the world, measures 30 by 
32 feet over-all, and is located over 
a building at the corner of 46th 
Street and Broadway. 

The sign, which shows animated 
scenes, will feature the Vacation at¬ 
tractions of the National Parks of 
Canada and colorful events and 
holiday activities in all of the ten 
Canadian provinces. The sign will 
be seen during summer by millions 
of New Yorkers and visitors from 
the States and abroad. It is esti¬ 
mated that more than a million 
persons visit Times Square daily. 
Half of them are from the city of 
New York, 25 per cent from the 
surrounding area and the remaind¬ 
er from out of town. 

Built in two panels the sign pro¬ 
vides an unusual degree of flexi¬ 
bility. The upper panel, known as 
the Epok animated elctronic screen 
display, features a unique photo¬ 
electric lighting system that en¬ 
ables animated scenes to be project¬ 


ed onto its 720 square foot bank of 
4104 light bulbs. The bulbs are acti¬ 
vated by photo-electric cells which, 
In return, are set off by light pass¬ 
ing through a moving picture film. 
The result is a travel mo vie, in 
silhouette form, depicting animat¬ 
ed scenes of vacation activities and 
holiday events in each of Canada’s 
ten province*. 

The scenes to be shown include 
Calgary Stampede, Highland 
Games in Nova Scotia, fishing, golf 
and other recreations, all of which 
are in full view of crowds who pass 
through Times Square every day. 
On hot summer days a special ad¬ 
vertising message will be switched 
on the screen inviting New York¬ 
ers to exchange their steaming side¬ 
walks for Canada's cool lakes and 
mountains. The lower panel, mea¬ 
suring 9y 2 feet by 31 feet is located 
.just below and attached to the Epok 
animated sign. Constructed of trans¬ 
lucent plexiglass it is brilliantly il¬ 
luminated from within by grids of 
fluorescent tubing. In block copy 
it will carry the current slogan of 
the Travel Bureau’s adevtrising — 
Canada . . . The Wonderful World 
At Your Doorstep ".

ABOUT MONEY 

I think it was O. O. McIntyre 
who used to say that a newspaper 
columnist could be sure of getting- 
readers if he talked about food, 
love or money, not necessarily In 
that order. I would like to talk 
about money right now, because I 
was just handed eighty cents in 
American monsy as change. 

It is a popular game these days, 
getting rid of American change, 
because everybody wants to discount 
it. Our dollar is worth about five 
cents more than the American dol¬ 
lar. or so we are told. 

Is this good or bad? 

For my money, if I may use the 
expression, it is far from being 
goad. For years I have been selling 
a considerable amount of my writ¬ 
ings in the United States. In the 
old days the cheques had extra 
value; but today, with the exchange 
and the discount knocked off, I 
am taking a licking. 

I am not the only Canadian get¬ 
ting hurt by the discounted Ameri¬ 
can dollar. The nation is suffering 
a trade revenue loss of something 
like $280 million a year because of 
it. That’s more than the total value 
of all of our exports of nickel In 
1959, plus our export of pulpwood 
tossed in! 

It meant a loss of about $140 
million to the government in taxes 
. taxes badly needed to pay for 
the many social enterprises this 
country has undertaken. 

The fact is that further losses of 
this kind in tax revenue could well 
mean that a lot of the social wel¬ 
fare work paid for by the govern¬ 
ment would have to be stopped. 

Whether you like them or not, 
Corporations pay for a huge slice 
of the welfare bill each year, and 
when they get hurt the exchequer 
gets hurt, too! 

This money ]problem isn’t an 
easy one to solve. Indeed, it is 
made worse when cities like Mont¬ 
real and Toronto go to New York 
to borrow money. Some provinces - 
(Manitoba, for example), have also 
contributed to the problem by bor¬ 
rowing in the USA. Every time 
this is done it leads to over-valua¬ 
tion of the Canadian dollar. Per¬ 
haps, if all this borrowing was done 
in Canada, it would go a long way 
toward improving the situation. At 
least one leading industrialist, Mr. 

P. M. Fox, has suggested that it is 
one very practical way to improve 
the situation. 

The main thing is that we should 
all be concerned. Two hundred and 
eighty million dollars a year, or 
more, are at stake, of which some 
140 millions are a direct loss to the 
tax-gatherers. 

And you know where they’ll go to 
make that up!

Why are they ready to spend so 
much money on a party which is 
really the old CCF in disguise and 
can be expected to fail, just as CCF 
has failed, to gain power at Ottawa? 

The answer, surely, is that many 
of the leaders in the union move¬ 
ment are career socialists first and 
union workers next. And if they can 
make it almost compulsory for all 
union members to pay fees into the 
coffers of the New Party, they will 
have a pile of money to publish 
leftist propaganda. 

What do I mean by “almost com¬ 
pulsory?" — I mean that a union 
member who must pay to support 
the New Party unless he goes to 
the trouble and possibly the em¬ 
barrassment of “contracting out" 
is really being pressured. It Is much 
like the old gag, In a meeting, 
where the chairman says “If there 
is anybody in the hall so tight with 
money that he is against this pro¬ 
gressive step your executive has 
taken, he need only stand up and his 
fifty cents will be refunded!” v 
In this sort of left-handed way, 
many a rank-and-file union work¬ 
er will be in the position of finan¬ 
cing socialist ideas which he loes 
not believe In, and undermining a 


system which has given him a high¬ 
er standard of living than most of 
the world’s workers. His money will 
be used to do to Canada what So¬ 
cialism did to the UK and to Aus¬ 
tralia. 

Will, the followers of the Con¬ 
servative, Liberal or Social Credit 
parties, who are also rank-and-file 
union members, stand still for this 
sort of arrangements? 

Will they pay fees to pay for left¬ 
ist attacks on the principles of the 
Social Credit, Conservative or Lib¬ 
eral parties? Not willingly, they 
won’t. 

There are bad times ahead for 
Canadian unionism and an almost 
certain shake-up in leadership. 

Rank-and-file members have re¬ 
fused again and again to vote at 
the polls, in secret, the way their 
leaders have wanted them to vote; 
and unless the laboring man has 
completely lost his independence, 
he’s going to do a lot of squawking 
before he shells out his money to 
promote principles he is dead set 
against.

African Goods Display P leasing 
To Many District Visitors 

Mr and Mrs. Antoni Gorny of Durban 
South Africa, displayed on excellent variety of 
African native handicraft and goods in Cole¬ 
man last month. Mr. and Mrs. Gorny have 
been visiting with a number of their relatives 
in Coleman and during their stay here set up 
the display in Coleman where everyone was 
invited to visit and look over the goods 

An average of 50 persons per day 
called in to see the display as well 
as all Coleman students. 

Mr. Gorny visited the schools in 
Coleman and gave interesting talks 
on the history of Africa, native life 
and native arts and crafts, after 
which question periods were held 
and Mr. Gorny ably answered all 
queries made by the students. 

Three of the students — Sharon 
Howard, Lena Bouthillier and Ed- 
wina Stonehouse were so impress¬ 
ed by the studies that they per¬ 
sonally wrote Mr. and Mrs. Gorny 
and thanked them for the display. 

Interesting to see were some of 
the figurines of African wild ani¬ 
mals which were carved from solid 
blocks of hardwood with a knife 
and then highly polished by knife 
with white bees wax. The figurines 
featured an extremely high gloss 
cad were of beautiful natural wood 
color and were made by the natives 
of northern Transvaal and Natal. 

Also seen in the display were head 
ar.d shoulder busts of natives made 
out of clay and sculptured by the 
natives which featured an almost 
life-like expression. These heads 
were made by th enatlves of Zulu- 
land, northern Rhodesia and Bar- 
utsoland. 

Colorful and well made quilts, 
hats and purses could be seen on 
the bottom ro wmade by patients 
cf ihe King George Fifth Hospital 
for non-Eurpean convalescents and 
disabled persons and in the re¬ 
habilitation centres in Durban. 

A very colorful and interesting 
display of beads and beadwork was 
also included in the display which 
Mr. Gorny said were made by the 
native women all across South 
Africa The numerous types of beads 


J 


are made from different colored and 
shaped seeds of the plants, and 
when dried completely take on ex¬ 
quisite colors. The beads are then 
bored by the natives and threaded. 

Dolls sene in the display were 
made by the natives In the Missions 
in Central and South Africa. 

Modem paintings also drew much 
attention in the display as the 
paints used were very extremely 
bright and contrasted on their black 
background. These items were made 
by the natives of the Belgian Con¬ 
go. Thick colorful soft blankets 
displaying scenes of African life, 
added to the display and were 
made by the Basuto natives. 

Shields made of dry skins and 
metal spears and wooden knives, 
made and used by the natives of 
Zuluiand, attracted much attention 
among the boys. 

To show the ingenuity of the Afri¬ 
can natives shoes made from old 
tire treads with tops made from 
wild animal leather, were displayed 
as well as little wire dolls made from 
small discarded pieces of plastic 
insulatde wire which was twisted 
and worked by the natives into the 
shapes of little people. 

Ostrich egg lamps made in Cape 
Province, South Africa, also attract¬ 
ed a great deal of attention. The 
eggs obtained from the ostrich 
farms around Ootshom were all 
mounted on wooden bases and ex¬ 
quisitely painted with African scenes 
by African artists. Shades on these, 
which were very colorfully hand- 
painted were made by the natives. 

Skins of zebra, springbok, bles- 
bok, wilderbeeste (gnu), Jeopard, 
which were tanned and made into 
rugs and other articles, as well as 
the skins of such reptiles as python, 
crocodiles, legem hazards made into
